Death ‘Haunts Cornstalk Huts In Sub -Sahara Africa

The nature of the human distress in 
the famine belt of Africa, to which 
the Baptist World Alliance relief pro- 
gram is currently addressing much of 
its effort, is vividly revealed in ex- 
cerpts from*a recent letter of a mis- 
sionary stationed in one of the six 
countries concerned.
